Sweet  Peas  will  produce  their  strongest  roots  dur¬ 
ing  the  cool  moist  months  of  the  Spring,  so  that 
the  sowing  should  take  place  as  s^on  as  the  land 
can  be  worked.  About  the  middle  of  March  is  the 
best  time  in  the  latitude  of  New  York.  A  little  frost 
will  do  no  harm  to  Sweet  Peas.  The  ground  where 
Sweet  Peas  are  to  be  grown  should  be  well  pre¬ 
pared — if  possible,  the  Fall  previous.  Deep  spading 
is  very  essential,  for  the  roots  love  to  penetrate  the 
soil  deeply.  Mix  in  the  soil  a  liberal  amount  of 
well-rotted  stable  manure  or  bone  meal.  A  trench 
should  be  dug  not  less  than  1  foot  deep;  sow  seed 
plentifully  covering  about  2  inches  and  as  the  vines 
grow  up  fill  the  trench  with  soil  and  thin  out  to  2 
or  3  inches  apart. 

We  recommend  inoculating  the  seed  with  Humo- 
germ  which  will  strengthen  the  growth  and  increase 
the  size  and  the  beauty  of  the  flower.
